BAD DEBTS 


To be allowed as a deduction 


from gross income, a bad debt 
must have been determined by the 
taxpayer to be worthless within 
the taxable year for which it is 
claimed and, where books are kept, i 
it also must have been charged off 
within the same year. The necessity 
for this provision is obvious. 
If 


a debt could be deducted without' 
the requirement that it be charged j 
off the taxpayer's books, the cer-1 
tamty of its worthlessness \vould j 
be open to question. 
Neither the' 


taxpayer nor the Government could | 
be certain that a debt would not j 
be claimed more than once. 
| 


If a bad debt were allowed as a 


deduction without regard to the 
year when it became worthless,, 
such charges could be accumulated 
to be deducted in a year when there , 
was a large income. 


The burden is upon the taxpay-' 


er to show that a debt claimed as 
a reduction was without value dur- 
ing the taxable year. A statement, 


should be attached to the return 
showing the propriety of any de- 
ductions for bad debts. If in the 
exercise of sound business judgment 
a taxpayer concludes, after making 
every reasonable effort to deter- 
mine whether there is likelihood 
of value, deduction for such debt 
is allowable. Court action as proof 
that the deb: is worthless is not 
essential.

was the United States committed to

AND THEN THERE WAS 


GENERAL SHERMAN 


History never pretended to be just. 
It raises up a few heroes from every 


trying period. It has room for no more. 


But in this month 
when American 


greatness is held up to view we are unfair 
to ourselves if we forget the tremendous 
part that 
General 
William Tecumseh 


Sherman played in saving the Union from 
destruction some seventy-five years ago. 


For Sherman was what his biographer, 


Lewis, called him, "a fighting prophet," 
a vividly fascinating personality whose 
conception of our problems in 1861 was 
much clearer than that of any of our pub- 
lic men, Lincoln included. 


The war found Sherman a superinten- 


dent of the Louisiana Military Academy 
'••and a resident therefore, as he had been 
for many years, of the South, a friend 
of its leading public men, a companion 
of many of those 
who 
were to turn 


against the Union and lead the Lost Cause. 


But when Louisiana seceded Sherman 


wrote the governor of that state resign- 
ing his position and declaring: "I prefer 
to maintain my allegiance to the consti- 
tution as long as a fragment of it sur- 
vives." 


And then this pure, capable, high- 


minded leader of men came north to carry 
the sword at the head of an army and for 
a specified purpose and whose campaigns 
are likely to outlive even the nation he 
served. 


For Sherman was something more than 


a soldier. He was a clear-eyed statesman. 
And his purpose was so unselfish that he 
deprecated publicity and stands in Amer- 
ican history as the only one in addition 
to Washington who was besought to be- 
come president and refused. 


After a year of war and when it be- 


came apparent that General Sherman was 
bound to be a great military leader a 
journalist eulogized him highly. For this 
supposed kindness Sherman wrote him: 
"Personalities in a newspaper are wrong. 
I don't desire my biography to be written 
until I am dead. It is enough for the 
world to know that I live and am a sol- 
dier." 


Thus the stern soldier always kept his 


mind upon the bloody business to be done. 
Sherman had no time for bouquets. He 
craved no popular acclaim. He had no 
illusions about the task ahead. And his 
ambition was limited to the performance 
of that task. 


Never did Sherman forget, nor permit 


his fellow citizens to forget, that the Civil 
war was an abandonment of a system of 
government which had proved the clean- 
est and safest means attainable in the 
administration of justice. 


Thus when he destroyed the capital 


of Mississippi he answered the South's 
outcry against him: "It is the scourge of 
war to which ambitious men of the South 
have appealed rather than the judgment 
of the learned and pure tribunals which 
our forefathers have provided for the dis- 
cussion of claimed wrongs and injuries; 
we must live upon the enemy's country 
as much as possible and destroy his sup- 
plies for the enemy has brought the battle 
by his own conduct.'1 


Over and over again Sherman reiter- 


ated to the South in answer to every cry 
of dismay and claim of injustice that it 
was the South that Fought to destroy the 
hitherto peaceful methods employed to 
secure justice. 


V.'her. southern planters appealed to 


him for protection against negroes who 
had run amuck Sherman reminded them: 
"By breaking up the only earthly power 
that could rest i,-on the negroes, by openly ; 
rebelling agairiFt the government of the j 
United States, you have prepared the way j 
for the very scis against which you now 
I 


appeal to us to shield vou." 


When Sherman conceived the plan of 


marching an army through Georgia and 
then turning north along 
the Atlantic 


Coast and destroying the Carolina?, he 
believed not only that he couid thus ter- 
minate tne war but that he would likely 
come out of it something in the form of 
en Attila to the South, a master of de- 
struction and devastation, and that the 
healing process which would necessarily 
follow the termination of hostilities must 
be carried on by other generals such as 
Grant and McPherson. The strange thing 
is that Sherman's campaigns cost less by 
way of human life than Grant's, and ac- 
complished as much or more, but brought 
to their creator the appellation of destroy- 


er and a reputation for harshness that •was 
entirely unmerited. 


Sherman had a difficult time obtaining 


Washington's approval for his great cam- 
paign through the South. How can you be 
supplied with provisions? How maintain 
that line of supplies? Sherman answered 
calmly that if there was enough food in 
the south to feed its people there was suf- 
ficient to feed his army in addition. In 
other words he would live off the coun- 
try. He would cut all lines to the north. 
He would destroy the South's ability to 
support the rebellion, and he would do so 
even as he ate the South's food. 


When the South interposed with the 


army of General Joseph Johnston Sher- 
man flanked it. 'He did not seek to de- 
stroy Johnston. He meant to destroy the 
South. Then, argued he, the army of Gen- 
eral Johnston will scatter to the winds. 


When the South interposed with the 


army of General Hood Sherman only con- 
sented to come to grips under the most 
advantageous circumstances. 
He would 


not permit his own soldiers to be de- 
stroyed He was rather indifferent to de- 
stroying Hood's. 


And thus he marched to Atlanta, and 


from thence to Savannah, and up through 
the Carolinas, destroying everything be- 
fore him that could be of aid or assistance 
to the enemy, but knowing full well that 
he was destroying an intangible that could 
never be regained,—:the 
morale 
of 
a 


people. 


For the South that witnessed Sher- 


man's formidable war machine march past 
realized that a successful outcome to the 
war was impossible. 
When Sherman fin- 


ished that campaign the Civil war was 
over. He had demonstrated a theory he 
long held that a war may be terminated 
by centering upon a destruction of prop- 
erty with the consequent chilling of the 
spirit of a people. And when he reached 
Virginia again the story was told.

Nor should the career 
of 
General 


Sherman be reviewed without special ref- 
erence to the Republican convention in 
1884, a convention that halted in its work 
to beseech Sherman to take its nomination 
for th« presidency only to be firmly but 
courteously rebuffed, until it finally be- 
sought him over and received for its pains 
the reply: "I will not accept if nominated 
and will not serve if elected." 


Sherman's deep seated principle was 


that military men, professional soldiers, 
should not aspire to high civil functions 
although, in humorous fashion he declared 
as his excuse, "I lead a peaceful life here 
and if I ran for president I would wake 
up some morning and find on all the news- 
papers that I had poisoned my grand- 
mother, now, you know, I never saw my 
grandmother, but the newspapers would 
say I killed her, and what is more, they 
would prove it." 


Wisconsin has good reason to remem- 


ber Sherman with warmth. 
During the 


war he publicly declared that his best 
. regiments came from this state. 
After 


the war, and when he traveled abroad, 
he maintained that 
however 
beautiful 


were the scenes he looked upon they were 
no more attractive than the scenery of our 
own Badger state.

had their first taste recently of • 
freshly enacted military secrets law 
and it brought them up with sucb 
a start as to strain every bolt in 
their mechanism. 


The law was enacted in the first 


days of the present session under 
urging of the army and navy. 


It had little publicity at the tima 


and has had little since. It provide* 
simply that it is unlawful to make 
any photograph, 
sketch, picture, 


drawing, map or geographical rep- 
resentation 
of vital military 
or 


naval installations 
or equipment 


without official permission. 


The President is given nuthorl- 


ty 
to designate forts, areas or 


"equipment" which may not be 
photographed, or drawn, or etc. 
The law applies with equal force 
to amateurs snapping their cam- 
eras around on a sunny Sunday 
afternoon. 


It is common sense, of course, to 


protect secret fortifications and se- 
cret designs or equipment 
from 


prying alien eyes. But this new law 
settled down as a strange piece of 
harness on the free-ranging pho- 
tographers, some of whom 
were 


frankly suspicious it might broad- 
en into some kind of censorship. 
Others complained 
they had no 


way of knowing when they were 
violating a law. 


There's A Penalty 


! The law was brought into play 
in conenction with the cash of an 
army plane at Dayton, Ohio. As 
is frequently the case, the photo- 
graphers had the picture before the 
army got its regulations into ac- 
tion, even though the plane crashed 
only 400 yards from Wright Field 
military reservation. 


In times past photographers have 


found the army and navy decided- 
ly on the "play safe" side in han- 
dling such matters, although as a 
rule there isn't much controversy 
between the cameramen and the 
men in uniform.

Idea Handed Down 


"The idea has been handed down 


irom one generation of players to 
the next, that prompt signing is an 
admission of weakness. 
They be- 


lieve the owner is quoting his bot- 
tom price. 
They quote their top 


price and expect to gain by a com- 
promise. It's just the old Chinese 
bartering system. 


"Well." he continued earnestly, 


"I don't do business that way. The 
first contract I send is exactly what 
I think they're worth to the ball 
club. 
I'm not a bartcrer quoting 


bottom figures. 
The trouble is. I 


haven't educated my players to that 
yet. 
Maybe in 
another hundred 


years they'll understand that." 


Cub salary offers, 
Wrigley said, 


are based not only on a player's 
performance for the previous sea- 
son, but his spirit as well. The 
player must be a team man. and a 
fancy batting average doesn't mean 
much at contract time if the athlete 
had a record of failures in 
the 


"clutches." he explained.

That 
experience 
demonstrated 


to me the value of the woods in 
Nature's scheme of things and, to- 
gether with a little reasoning. I 
learned why, especially in the 
North American snow belt, timber 
is of such tremendous importance 
lo the land and to the very exis- 
tence of men. 


We know that in the period from 


November 1st to May 1st we get 
at least SO per cent of our total 
yearly precipitation, most of it in 
the form of snow. In the spring the 
snow melts and starts on its down- 
ward course. The snow in wooded 
areas melts slo%vly and sinks into 
the soft unfrozen ground. Every 
square foot of the surface gets its 
share of this moisture because the 
snow is spread evenly. This ice 
cold water immediately sinks deep 
and becomes the lifeblood of the 
clear, cold springs that supply the 
lakes and streams so common in 
wooded country. 


What of the snow that falls on 


cut-over 
or ,cultivated land? It 


melts rapidly because it is expos- 
ed to the 
warm 
spring sun. It 


seeks to enter the ground, but the 
four fool crust of frost which lasts 
long after the snow is all gone pre 
vents any absorption: so !he water 
flows 
away over the surface. It 


carries rich top soil with it as it 
adds its volume to other waters to 
form a surging, muddy flood. Thus 
wherever we remove timber from 
the land we are actually throwing 
away 50 per cent of our God given 
precipitation. 


Forests had cloaked the North 


American snow belt for unnumber- 
ed centuries and as long as that 
timber stood the rivers behaved, 
there was plenty of rainfall, the 
climate was dependable and lakes 
maintained their levels. Within a 
comparatively few years these for- 
ests have been destroyed and al- 
rcadv we are beginning to see the 
results. 


Many streams where our fath- 


ers fished are 
spring 
freshet, 


chain of frog ponds. Lake levels 
arc dropping, we arc being strick- 
en with droughts. 


The disastrous floods that swept 


the northeast and mid-west last 
spring are a definite forecast of 
more trouble to come. 


This old world has seen great 


forests give way to deserts, cities 
of the ancients buried under shift- 
ing sands, nations of men destroyed 
by their own folly. It may be that 
the destruction 
of 
our 
forests 


marks the beginning of another 
great 
catastrophe. The speed of 


this destruction, the rate pf such 
a change may be so slow as to be 
impersceptible to man who mea- 
sures time in years. It may be so 
gradual that men fail to read the 
signs, but to Mother Earth who 
reckons time not in years but in 
centuries the change may be swift. 


In all the lake states and in the 


northeastern states timber is very 
nearly gone. For a long time im- 
mense areas of cut-over land have 
laid in fire-blackened waste. New 
land i? constantly being cleared 
up even though farmers on long 
established. 
highly 
productive 


farms can hardly make a living. 
What we should have is on im- 
mediate and thorough land classi- 
fication, an iron clad land use pro- 
gram that provides for the early 
reforestation of Marginal Areas.

Some 
years ago a friend sent me some 
spec.imens from a lake near Cum- 
berland Wisconsin, and I "run them 
out" as genuine cisco, much to my 
astonishment, for I had maintained 
they were found only in the few- 
lakes mentioned. When the glaciers 
brought the herring — or cisco — 
down from the far north, they left 
cisco in many of our inland lakes 
whore their presence is unsuspected 
by the rank and file of anglers even 
to the 
present time. 
Remember 


there is no difference between the 
Great Lake herring and the cisco, 
that any but the trained ichthyolo- 
gist can discover. Now to the meth- 
od of their capture through the ice. 


A fish-house is almost a neces- 


sity, though a few hardened indi- 
viduals do fish without the protec- 
tion. The house adds to the enjoy- 
ment as well as to the fisherman's 
comfort, because, with ' the door 
cloied and all light shut out, as 
soon as one becomes a bit accus- 
tomed to the situation, he can see 
all that is going on deep down in 
the water, the moving of the fishes 
as they swim along. It is entranc- 
ing, 1 speak from experience. The 
tackle is as fine as that used for 
trout fly fishing. A bilk leader and 
fine braided line, to which is at- 
tached the necessary sinker and 
small hook, a No. 12 or 14. The bait 
is-ordinarily a bit of oat-meal, until 
the first fish is caught, when a tiny 
piece of the white flesh is employ- 
ed, carefully placed on the point of 
the hook, covering the barb. It 
must be fixed "just right" The fish- 
ing is done at varying depths, from 
10 to 20 or more feet. Ground bait 
is used to attract the schools, cook- 
ed oat-meal is sprinkled into the 
water, and much growling is done 
by the fishermen because too much 
feeding results in "soft" fish, and 
anyway, too much feeding militates 
against hungry fish.

I succeeded in catching my first 
cisco.

Duffy-LaFollctte Trade? 


Today there are reports of 
a 


"trade" which is planned between 
Duffy and the LaFollette organiza- 
tion, which if it is true, means that 
the Progressives, if they put up Ad- 
jutant General Ralph Immell for 
that office, plan to sacrifice him for 
the sake of expediency. 


Today there continues to be ab- 


solute secrecy in the camp of the 
Progressive high command about 
the party's plans for 1938. Gover- 
nor LaFollette. who has been asked 
repeatedly for both public and pri- 
vate statements, steadfastly declines 
to reveal what he has in mind. 


Today also the official Republi- 


can organization in the state

Children's Curiosity Is 


Force for Mental Growth 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Little children are curious about the world and the people and animals 


and things they sec about them. Everything is new. They see it for the 
first time. They want to know all they can about it so they feel it taste 
it, smell it, heft it. listen to it. see what it will do when they do some- 
thing to it; take it apart, and if they can. put it together again. Not be- 
cause they want to bother people, but because they are driven by a 
powerful instinct to learn. 


When little children reach this stage of investigation the precious brit- 


tle things about the house ought to be put away. Then take the child 
about the house on excursions to see and to learn. Let him touch things, 
name them for him. and teach him what is to be looked.at and left and 
what can be taken and investigated. This practice will save a lot of fa- 
mily wear and tear. And occasionally hoist the child on your shoulder 
and carry him around so that he gets a view of the world above his own 
eye level. He wants to see what is up there. Let him because he feels he 
must. That may save him from falling from a high place. 


Give such a child a basket or drawer, in which he has boxes with lids, 


odds and ends of all sorts to investigate. The material should be changed 
once in a while, well learned bits 
taken out and a few new ones put 
in. Give him nothing small enough 
to swallow. A ball, a rubber ani- 
mal, a few clothespins, a little bell, 
a few blocks, a toy on wheels, 
some bits of colored cloth or pa- 
per. These will help him to get a 
knowledge of things without his 
making trouble. 


As the children grow they ask 


questions. Answer them. Now and 
then you will find a child who asks 
questions for the attention he gets. 
He knows that his question will be 
answered, so he strains his mind to 
find things to ask about, not for the 
information, tut for the sake of 
talking and being answered. Give 
him a job and send him on his way. 


The children of five and six are 


still seeking information. By this 
time the grown people have begun 
shooing them out of the way. clos- 
ing doors, shutting bureau drawers, 
putting away packages and saying: 
"Now never mind. This is none of 
your affair. Run along and play." 
The child peeks between the cur- 
tains, or through the crack in the 
door; he lingers outside the closed 
door; he pries and he watches. 


"He is a sneaky child. He is ov- 


ersexed. He is nasty minded." Such 


judgments are as wrong as they 
are unjust. The child only wants to 
know what is going on and how 
and why. He is none of the things 
he is termed. 


Little children who investigate 


each other's bodies, who want to 
see, compare, and play with each 
other, are not sex-conscious. They 
are merely curious. Instead of be- 
ing alarmed and going into hyster- 
ics, scolding and threatening, isolat- 
ing the children concerned, be 
calm. The child is doing nothing 
more than extending his field oi 
investigation beyond the play bas- 
ket. Had he been given the infor- 
mation, allowed rather to accumu- 
late it as he grew, he would noi 
have to offend people in his search 
A child's curiosity is his force for 
mental growth. He is not sinning 
when he uses it.
